Porthcawl man jailed 
for firing gun at his 
neighbour’s window 


A YOUNG woman was in a state 
of “complete shock” after a 
neighbour fired a high-powered 
air rifle, shattering her bedroom 
window as she lay asleep, Cardiff 
Crown Court heard. 

Seconds later, people in New Road, 
Porthcawl, saw 22-year-old Shaun 
Cleverdon pointing the weapon 
towards a group of nearby shops. 

Cleverdon, of New Road, was 
jailed for a year after pleading guilty 
to charges of causing criminal dam¬ 
age, possessing a firearm without a 
certificate, and possessing it when 
prohibited by reason of being 
released from custody within the last 
five years. 

Said Judge Neil Bidder: “That gun 
was potentially lethal. When intoxi¬ 
cated and in an aggressive mood, you 
fired it at the home of a neighbour. 

“Clearly, the gun was fired to

cause damage and was used reckless¬ 
ly- 

“Immediate custody is plainly nec¬ 
essary. This was utterly irresponsible 
and wrong behaviour.” 

Prosecutor John Warren said the 
German-made air rifle fired lead pel¬ 
lets and was classified as a dangerous 
weapon. 

He said that in January 2009, 
Cleverdon had been sentenced to 20 
months in a young offender institu¬ 
tion for offences of wounding and 
having a bladed article. 

At about 9.45 pm on December 18, 
Ms Rebecca Davies-Price was in bed 
when Cleverdon fired at the window. 

The pellet shattered an entire pane 
of glass.

Cleverdon, who was opposite, was 
shouting abuse at people. 

Police discovered that he was 
either intoxicated or under the influ¬ 
ence of a substance. 

In his bedroom, the police found 
the gun and pellets. 

“He apologised, saying he was 
drunk and could not remember much 
of the incident, as he had been drink¬ 
ing all day, and had taken cannabis. 

“The weapon, he said, had cost 
£50, was a gift from his father, and 
was used only for target practice and 
not for shooting livestock.” 

He accepted that what he had done 
was “reckless after being stoned”. He 
claimed his finger might have slipped 
on the trigger and said he was con¬ 
cerned he could have hit a child. 

Barrister Peter Davies said: “This 
was a crass act of stupidity when 
under the influence of drink.” 

He said Cleverdon did not know 
the weapon fell within the definition 
of a firearm because of its kinetic 
energy. 

Cleverdon, said Mr Davies, had 
been leading an aimless existence and 
needed guidance. 

“When lucid, he does not pose a 
danger.” 

The judge ordered the gun and 
ammunition be destroyed.

its new eye health 
campaign ‘Save our 
Sight’ (SOS). 

There are around two 
million people in the UK 
with sight problems and 
the number of people at 
risk of the main causes 
of blindness - cataract, 
glaucoma, wet age-relat¬ 
ed macular degeneration 
(AMD) and diabetic eye 
disease - is set to 
increase by up to 25 per 
cent in the decade lead¬ 
ing up to 2020. 

However, 50 per cent 
of sight loss is avoidable, 
and RNIB’s SOS cam¬ 
paign aims to tackle the 


timebomb of unneces¬ 
sary sight loss and pro¬ 
mote the importance of 
timely access to vital 
treatment. 

Madeleine said: “I am 
pleased to pledge my 
support to RNIB’s new 
SOS campaign to 
improve early diagnosis 
and access to treatment 
for my constituents.” 

Steve Winyard, head 
of campaigns at RNIB, 
said: “RNIB welcomes 
the support of Madeleine 
Moon MR Our SOS 
campaign aims to chal¬ 
lenge unnecessary sight 
loss, to promote the 
importance of regular 
eye checks and also to 
highlight those areas 
where timely access to 
treatment and monitor¬ 
ing has saved the sight of 
those previously at risk 
of blindness.”

First Minister launches 
new sight loss service 


FIRST Minister and AM 
for Bridgend, Carwyn 
Jones, visited the 
Princess of Wales hospi¬ 
tal recently as part of 
the official launch of the 
hospital’s Eye Clinic 
Liaison service. 

Every day in Wales, five 
people start to lose their sight. 
Despite well documented links 
with social exclusion, depres¬ 
sion and suicide, many patients 
leave the hospital eye clinic on 
the day of their diagnosis with 
no emotional support to help 
them to come to terms with 
their sight loss. 

Now, thanks to a grant from 
the Big Lottery Eund, RNIB 
Cymru has expanded its Eye 
Clinic Liaison service. 

The service has already 
been running in some areas for 
a number of years, offering 
emotional support and practi¬ 
cal help to people at the point 
of diagnosis, but the additional 
funding has enabled the charity 
to offer the service Wales¬ 
wide, including at the eye clin¬ 


ic at the Princess of Wales 
Hospital in Bridgend. 

Mr Jones AM said: “It is 
important to provide services 
that are holistic and support 
individuals with the personal 
impact of their sight loss and 
also to support clinicians who 
want the best possible out¬ 
comes for service users.” 

In Bridgend, the service has 
been developed in partnership 
with Bridge Vis, a local society 
for people with sight loss. 

Spokesperson Julie Thomas 
said: “This service is some¬ 
thing that I welcome both as 
chairperson of Bridge Vis and 
on a personal level. 

“When I lost my sight three 
and a half years ago, I experi¬ 
enced a severe sense of loss 
and had no idea where to turn 
for support or advice. 

“I feel confident that people 
will not have to experience the 
loneliness and isolation I did 
upon diagnosis. The fact that 
they can signpost people on to 
a local society like BridgeVis, 
so they can meet people and 
share experiences, will help 
make a real difference.”

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Regional AM calls for talks 
on threat to Caerau nm’sery 



A REGIONAL AM, Suzy Davies, 
is pressing for a meeting with the 
Welsh Government over the 
imminent closure of a nursery 
which caters for children with dis¬ 
abilities and additional learning 
needs. 

The Welsh Conservative regional AM 
for South Wales West, went to Caerau to 
meet parents and staff at the nursery run by 
Y Bont at Caerau Community Centre. 

“As soon as I heard that this nursery was 
under threat, I realised that this is an irre¬ 
placeable and valuable service,” said Suzy. 

“I was already familiar with the excep¬ 
tional work done by Y Bont at their main 
centre in Bridgend but I wanted to know 
what services they provide in the Llynfi 
Valley and which are now to be with¬ 
drawn.” 

Mrs Davies was told by Theresa 
Jenkins, who runs the centre in Caerau, 
that they provide a nursery for up to nine 
children at a time on three days a week 
from 9am to 4.30pm. 

Y Bont helps children or pre-school age 
with many different disabilities and addi¬ 
tional needs - from six weeks to five years 
old. 


Marged Griffiths, manager of Y Bont, 
was also present, and told Mrs Davies that 
the charity had lost a number of funding 
streams from the Welsh Assembly 
Government which meant that it no longer 
had the £38,000 a year which the Caerau 
centre costs to run. 

Y Bont has been providing this service 
in Caerau for 14 years and the centre caters 
for children from all over the Maesteg area. 
There are 14 children on its books at pres¬ 
ent. 

The AM had a chance to chat to some of 
the mothers who said that the service was a 
lifeline as it enabled them to have some 
respite and a chance to be supported by 
other parents. 

“But more importantly, the message that 
came over to me repeatedly from these 
mothers was that the skilled support that 
staff give to their children had enabled 
them to make wonderful progress,” she 
said. 

“One mother, who has had four children 
at the nursery, said that as a result of the 
work done by Y Bont staff, two of her chil¬ 
dren are now in mainstream schools and 
are ahead of their peer groups. 

“If any of these children had had to go 
into a special unit or special school, the 


cost would be far more per child than the 
total cost of running this centre. It is a false 
economy.” 

Mrs Davies is to ask for a meeting with 
Gwenda Thomas, deputy minister for 
Social Services with responsibility for chil¬ 
dren’s matters. 

She commented: “Changes in the gov¬ 
ernment schemes which previously funded 
the nursery has left Y Bont high and dry. I 
will be asking the deputy minister what 
other sources of funding she can come up 
with to overcome what I hope is an unin¬ 
tended consequence of these changes.” 

The mothers are determined to carry on 
supporting each other whatever happens 
and are setting up a support group, as well 
as campaigning for funding for the nursery. 

The Caerau outreach is due to close on 
June 15. Y Bont caters for 130 children 
altogether at its Bridgend base. 

Mrs Davies added: “I will be inviting 
the deputy minister to come here and see 
what’s going on and talk to the parents.I 
cannot believe that out of the huge budget 
that the Welsh Government administers, 
they cannot find £38,000 to keep this 
going.” 

She has also written to the Children’s 
Commissioner, Keith Towler, on this issue.

I was impressed 
by the support from Hay, 
the commitment of the 
staff at Parc and the hon¬ 
esty of some of the writ¬ 
ten pieces I heard. One 
person talked of the 
shock he felt the first 
time he heard that he 
had the ability to achieve 
something; this had 
never seemed possible 
for him. 

Opening up opportu¬ 
nities is also the work of 
Bridgend Lifesavers 
Credit Union. This is an 
organisation I cannot 
praise and recommend 


highly enough. 

I am the Vice Chair of 
the All Party Credit 
Union group in 
Westminster and know 
firsthand the opportuni¬ 
ties offered to people to 
escape debt, to establish 
a saving record and to 
help secure a safer finan¬ 
cial future that credit 
unions offer. 

Bridgend Lifesavers 
opened their second high 
street shop here in 
Bridgend last Eriday. 

The Bridgend location 
provides competition to 
the high interest loan 
shops in the town. 

Check out the differ¬ 
ence in interest rates 
before you take out a 
loan and you will find 


the credit union offers a 
great deal. 

The Association of 
British Credit Unions 
provides a good example 
of the saving to be 
made. Eor a £300 loan 
paid back over 52 weeks 
from a leading home 
credit provider would 
cost £246 in interest. A 
similar loan from a cred¬ 
it union, charged at the 
current maximum inter¬ 
est rate of 2% a month 
on the reducing balance 
would cost no more than 
£40 in interest, repre¬ 
senting a saving to the 
consumer of over £200. 

We all owe a big 
thank you to the volun¬ 
teers and staff of 
Bridgend Lifesavers who 
will save many people 
from the clutches of loan 
sharks and help many 
start the savings habit. 

My penultimate meet¬ 
ing last Eriday was with 
Victims Support to talk 
about the impact of gov¬ 
ernment proposals for 
victims and witnesses. 
The new Police and 
Crime Commissions 
(PCC’s) to be elected in 


November of this year 
will also be responsible 
for the allocation of 
funding for support serv¬ 
ices for victims and wit¬ 
nesses. 

In total, £50million in 
funding will be devolved 
to the 41 PCC’s, but the 
money will not be ring 
fenced so could be 
diverted to other servic¬ 
es, allowing a patchy 
service to develop across 
the country. 

The existing 7,000 
trained victim support 
volunteers are estimated 
to save the public purse 
£20m a year. Instead of 
investing in the Victim 
Support charity the gov¬ 
ernment wants to open 
provision of this service 
to competition by private 
security firms, some of 
whom are already help¬ 
ing to run police func¬ 
tions and private prisons. 
Let’s hope we see anoth¬ 
er U turn soon on this 
crazy idea. 

Next week brings 
more meetings, but also 
more cake, as Jubilee 
events fill my diary.

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FROM ancient times, beacons have been 
used to send out a message, and 
Porthcawl’s two, at Rhych Point and 
Hutchwn’s Point, were clearly expressing 
the town’s high regard for the Queen. 

However, a second message was: “Somerset 
and North Devon! Can you see usV^ 

Well, the reverse was true and two, or possi¬ 
bly three, beacons were visible from Porthcawl. 

In fact, in the dramatic picture (right) taken 
by Malcolm Nugent at Rhych Point, a beacon 
across the channel is visible just left of the 
watchtower. 

It would be nice to say that the really big 
glowing object (top left) was a giant Somerset 
bonfire. However, it turned out that it was just 
the moon!

I’ve now learned to 
accept what I can and 
can’t do.

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The role of a 
US combat 
cameraman 


THE Americans 
are coming - and 
you can join them 
at the Wartime 
Weekend on Barry 
Waterfront and 
Barry Island 
Station on 
Saturday and 
Sunday, June 16- 
17. 

The events run from 
10am-5pm on Saturday 
and 10am-4pm on 
Sunday. 

Most people think of 
the combat soldier or 
the fighter pilot when 
they think of the war, 
but for local photogra¬ 
pher Ade Pitman it’s the 
people who captured the 
images and sounds of 
the war that fascinates, 
and that’s why he por¬ 
trays the role of a com¬ 
bat cameraman. 

Although the first 
images of battle were 
captured on glass plates 
during the American 
Civil War, the Second 
World War became the 
first war to be exten¬ 
sively recorded by the 
media. 

With no televisions at 
the time, radio broad¬ 
casts were recorded dur¬ 
ing the battles and even 
from aircraft during 
bombing raids. 

As the people who 
captured this history 
themselves fade into 
memory, these images 
and broadcasts bear tes¬ 
tament to the Second 
World War and histori¬ 
ans the world over owe 
a debt of gratitude to the 
bravery of these combat 
cameramen. 

Ade commented: “I 
started re-enacting the 
role of a combat cam¬ 
eraman to combine my 
love of photography 
with an interest in the 
history of the Second 
World War. 

“In doing this, I try to 
ensure that these brave 
men and women are 
remembered, including 
those photographers and 
cameramen who are cur¬ 
rently capturing the 
images of the frontline

that we see on today’s 
news. 

“You can become 
detached from your sur¬ 
roundings when viewing 
them through a lens, 
which during battle re¬ 
enactments can be dan¬ 
gerous. 

“But for the real com¬ 
bat cameraman it can be 
fatal, as Joseph Longo, 
founder of the 
International Combat 
Camera Association, 
says: ‘The brave ones 
shoot bullets; the crazy 
ones shoot film’. 

“During the war 
years, photographic film 
and developing facilities 
were almost impossible 
for most people to get 
hold of, but the Barry 
papers of the day show 
that US Servicemen 
were still able to take 
photographs; very often 
of their weddings to 
local girls.” 

As part of the Barry 
at War group’s project to 
record the Vale’s 
wartime history, the 
group would be interest¬ 
ed to see and make 
copies of any of these 
wartime photos. 

The official photogra¬ 
pher for the Wartime 
Weekend, Ade Pitman, 
will be in action 
throughout the event, 
and the photos can be 
seen and purchased 
from his website:

SCOTT’S SCI-FI 
IN SCALE, 

on everything else! 


EPIC 

but weak 

W HEN 
Ridley 
Scott 

declared he was 
returning to the 
science-fiction 
genre, fans’ hopes 
of it being linked to 
the Alien franchise 
were seemingly 
dashed, when Scott 
claimed there was 
no link between his 
new film and the 
series. 

Scott must be a terri¬ 
bly good poker player 
as, further down the 
line, he backtracked and 
told how Prometheus 
would be a prequel ‘of 
sorts’ to Alien, leaving 
fans rabidly eager to 
sample Scott’s sci-fi 
skill set once again. 

Set in the future, it 
sees scientists Elizabeth 
and Charlie (Noomi 
Rapace and Logan 
Marshall Green) lead an 
expedition into the fur¬ 
thest reaches of space, 
having discovered clues 
to the origins of 
mankind. 

Alongside a ragtag 
mob, including the likes 
of Idris Elba, Charlize 
Theron and Rafe Spall, 
the scientists’ discover¬ 
ies put the future of 
mankind at risk as they 
stumble across some¬ 
thing incredibly danger¬ 
ous... 

30 years after he 
wrote the rulebook on 
sci-fi horror with Alien, 
Ridley Scott has mor¬ 
phed into a director of 
epic proportions - the 
likes of Gladiator, 

Black Hawk Down and 
Kingdom of Heaven all 
offering spectacle in 
excess. So his return to 
the genre that kick start¬ 
ed his career has been 
met with the sort of fer¬ 
vour rarely seen in 
these days of block¬ 
busters. 

Prometheus, howev¬ 
er, is a film that cleaves 
very closely to the rules 
Scott helped create, and 
while it looks unbeliev¬ 
ably beautiful and, at 
times, wonderfully dan¬ 
gerous, is let down by a

poor script and some 
less than impressive 
performances. 

Scott’s visual sense is 
keenly felt here, the 
opening shots absolute¬ 
ly gorgeous as we soar 
through mountains and 
rivers, and he maintains 
this level of spectacle 
throughout. 

The film is shot 
beautifully, the comput¬ 
er graphics seamlessly 
incorporated into the 
mix delivering plenty of 
bang for your buck - 
while even the much- 
maligned 3D comes out 
OK; with even the dark¬ 
est of scenes lit well 
enough to allow for the 
3D glasses’ automatic 
darkening not to be too 
much of a hindrance. 

Scott and his director 
of photography Dariusz 
Wolski are on fine form 
throughout, but despite 
the gorgeous visuals, 
elsewhere there is not 
so much to praise. 

When the film was 
announced, co-writer 
Damon Lindelof 
claimed it was a “.. .far 
cry from Alien'" - which 
is fair enough, although 
the fact that he and Jon 
Spaihts have seemingly 
used the template of 


that film show it isn’t 
that far away. In places, 
it feels like a tick-the- 
box script with large 
elements of foreshad¬ 
owing being delivered 
in a less then subtle 
way. 

The dialogue is also 
weak, further hamper¬ 
ing actors who are far 
better than the perform¬ 
ances they offer here. 

Noomi Rapace lands 
the strong female role, 
but sadly isn’t up to the 
task, the actress deliver¬ 
ing a physically com¬ 
mitted but slightly 
wooden turn, while the 
likes of Logan Marshall 
Green, Idris Elba and 
Sean Harris are all 
caught up playing 
archetypes that don’t 
develop. 

While Charlize 
Theron is solid, but 
with very little to do, 
the best turn on show 
falls to Michael 
Eassbender’s android, 
who brings a detach¬ 
ment, but with an 
underlying hint of 
malevolence, that 
makes him a wildcard, 
never knowing what 
he’s going to do next. 

If more components 
had been up to the stan¬ 
dard of Eassbender’s 
performance then 
Prometheus would have 
been quite the specta¬ 
cle; however, as it is, 
the film is simply a 
pleasing return to a 
familiar world that 
works better as nostal¬ 
gia than as a new cine¬ 
matic adventure. 
VERDICT - Rich in 
scale and grandiose 
ambition, Ridley Scott’s 
return to sci-fi is a wel¬ 
come one, but 
Prometheus' failure to 
incorporate strong per¬ 
formances or script 
mean that this a gor¬ 
geous looking film with 
little under the bonnet 
dressed as up as some¬ 
thing deep and mean¬ 
ingful. Average.

Tales from Laleston’s 
ghostly history

THE village of 
Laleston is two 
miles west of 
Bridgend and on 
the edge of the Vale, 
with landmarks 
which enhance its 
character. 

It dates back to 
Norman landowners 
named Lageles, 

Lachelston and Laheles 
and the terrain was then 
presented to the monks 
of Margam Abbey by the 
families. 

The village probably 
had its origins dating 
back to earlier times, as 
nearby fields leading to 
Tythegston, to the south 
west, boast a chambered 
tomb from the Neolithic 
period named Cae Tor, 
which is a buried mega- 
lithic monument from 
2500 - 2000 BC. 

Laleston was the cen¬ 
tre of Christian worship 
from 1173, with records 
relating to Tewkesbury 
Abbey. A raised pre- 
Norman circular 

Churchyard and Church 
built possibly of mud are 
thought to have existed 
because two mysterious 
headstones from 11-12 
Century were located 
within the vicinity. The 
Church was dedicated to 
St Cewydd, and in 1180, 
William, Earl of 
Gloucester, granted the 
land to William Lageles. 

The modern Church 
of St. David was listed 
as a Grade I monument 
in 1963, dominates the 
village and was con¬ 
structed around the 13 th 
- 14th Century. It con¬ 
tains a nave, chancel, a 
proportional tower and 
south porch. 

It was restored in 
1871 by John Pritchard, 
who probably laid the 
floor 18 inches higher 
that its original base, as 
burials were permitted 
inside the church 
between 1650 and 1750. 
Cliff Cottage became 
collaborated with the 


Church during 18th 
Century. 

The church of the 
present day, at the heart 
of the village, stands 
inside the almost circu¬ 
lar churchyard which is 
enclosed within rubble 
walls and a wrought iron 
gate. The Churchyard 
contains a Grade II listed 
medieval period cross, 
which could have been 
the focal point of a 
preaching site. 

The former Horeb 
Presbyterian Church is a 
19th Century building 
and became Grade II 
listed in 1990. It is now 
used as an independent 
school. 

Legendary tales are 
common in villages, and 
Laleston is no exception. 
One of interest involves 
a man who collapsed 
outside one of the three 
public houses which 
were hotspots in the 
High Street. 

The landlord of the 
first gave the man a stiff 
brandy which promptly 
revived him, and then he 
continued on his way. 
Sadly the same occur¬ 
rence happened outside 
the second public house 
called The Bell (once sit¬ 
uated in front of the 
church), and the landlord 
here gave him another 
brandy. 

However, the land¬ 
lord of the third pub 
emptied a bucket of 
water over the man. He 
was last seen running 
towards Bridgend, never 
to be seen in the flesh 
again. 

But, the lifelike ghost¬ 
ly image of a man 
dressed in old-fashioned 
clothing has been spot¬ 
ted wandering up the 
street only to disappear 
in a hazy mist. Could 
this be the gentleman 
returning for his free 
dose of brandy? 

Another Welsh tale of 
folklore involves the 
Saracen mason and 
architect Lalys, who was 


captured during the 
Crusades between 1095 
and 1291. He was com¬ 
pelled to build a church 
in nearby Llangewdd. 
Irate at being forced to 
perform such a task, his 
legacy lives on in the 
form of disembodied 
hands leafing through a 
non-existent book 
around the area of his 
long forgotten place of 
worship. 

Around the main 
church, at the dead of 
night, the phantom 
sound of congregational 
singing has eerily been 
heard. Could the people 
of yesteryear be chanti¬ 
ng their hymns in the 
hope of being heard by 
the innocents of today? 

In the fields beyond 
the mini roundabout, the 
strange vision of an 
unusual white animal 
has been seen. Described 
as resembling a cross 
between a deer and big 
cat, could this peculiar 
creature be lost in the 
midst of time, or just an 
illusion of imagination? 

The spine-chilling 
echo of a stagecoach 
travelling at pace has 
been heard, tearing 
down an imaginary lane 
at dusk, forcing 
bystanders to violently 
jump from its path, only 
to discover that nothing 
of this nature is travel¬ 
ling through. Could this 
frightful noise be a hur¬ 
ried re-enactment from a 
bygone era when horse 
and carriage was the 
only means of transport? 

But fact or fiction? 
Only you can decide . . .

Team GB 2012 
hopeful gets 
helping hand 


TOM GETS BACK INTO 
THE DRIVER’S SEAT 


TOM HARVEY is 
back - and back 
with a bang. 

Eollowing six months 
away from the competi¬ 
tive racing scene last 
year, the gifted young 
south Wales speed 
demon has regained his 
winning form on the 
British stage, with a mag¬ 
nificent triumph at Gian 
Y Gors. 

Having graduated 
from a title-winning 
Comer Cadet campaign 
in the national Super 1 
Series in 2010 to the 
more powerful KE3 level 
in 2011, a variety of 
issues led to Tom tem¬ 
porarily hanging up his 
helmet last May in order 
to take some time out and 
prepare fully for a transi¬ 
tion to the Junior Rotax 
class in 2012. 

Limiting his track time 
to testing over the sum¬ 
mer months, the highly- 
rated Bonvilston-based 
hotshot rejoined the cut- 
and-thrust of active com¬ 
petition in November 
with KR-Sport - and 
duly won straight out-of- 
the-blocks. Cue a return 
to Super 1 in 2012. 

“Junior Rotax is very 
different to KE3,” Tom 
explains. “It’s more com¬ 
petitive, and the driver 
forms a more significant 
part of the package. 

“In KE3, money is the 
defining element; in 
Junior Rotax, it’s talent. 
There are so many driv¬ 
ers in Junior Rotax in 
Super 1 this year capable 
of winning races, so the 
standard is extremely 
high and the racing 


incredibly tough. You 
need to be absolutely on 
top of your game if you 
want to succeed.” 

After providing 
tremendous promise, 
only to find himself 
unceremoniously shunt¬ 
ed off in the 2012 Super 
1 curtain-raiser at 
Whilton Mill, the 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School 
pupil travelled to Gian Y 
Gors for round two 
buoyed by strong prior 
form there. 

Although he had never 
actually won around the 
undulating north Wales 
circuit, he was optimistic 
about his chances of

grip, he mastered the sit¬ 
uation effortlessly. 

Battling back from an 
early knock that had left 
him down in 21st place.

he scythed his way up 
through the pre-final 
order into ninth at the 
chequered flag.

308 bridges gap between 
estate and people carrier 



Y ou don’t 
want a peo¬ 
ple carrier 
and prefer an 
estate, yet need 
more seats and 
practicality? 

Then the new Peugeot 
308S W might just be of 
interest. With its third 
row of seats it can trans¬ 
port seven people in 
comfort. When there 
aren’t that many passen¬ 
gers, the capacious boot 
will fit most loads. 

A wise use of space 
makes for great versatili¬ 
ty in a car that could 
also be considered a bit 
of a sports utility vehi¬ 
cle, without that extra 
ride height of course.

Its six-speed box is 
decisive if a little clunky 
and noisy when selecting 
a gear, but then this adds 
to the car’s character. 

Cruise control only 
operates in fourth gear 
and above, which means 
you can’t use this func¬ 
tion at lower speeds. 

Externally the new 


308 has received an 
injection of modernity at 
its front, giving greater 
impact (compared to the 
original model). The test 
car was finished in white 
and this added to the 
overall appeal. 

Wing mirrors reminis¬ 
cent of droopy dog’s 
ears,automatically fold 
when the car is locked. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, say: ''The 
308SW may look like an 
ordinary family estate, 
but it has a trick up its 
sleeve that makes it one 
of a kind - an extra row 
of seats in the back. 

“While there are plen¬ 
ty of people carriers and

T en minutes into an emotion- 
charged farewell to two retiring 
Welsh greats at Cardiff’s 
Millennium Stadium on Saturday, a 
bright new star burst across the rugby 
horizon in the slight shape of 19-year- 
old Harry Robinson, who announced 
his arrival with a blistering try, racing 
half the length of the field with not a 
distinguished Barbarian hand laid on 
him. 

Already hailed as the natural successor to 
wing wizard Shane Williams (92 caps), who 
along with the other famous Williams - 
Martyn (celebrating his 100th cap), and was 
making a final international bow - the fleet- 
footed, elusive youngster did enough on his 
debut to justify the fulsome post-match 
plaudits that came his way. 

Caretaker head coach Robert Howley 
described him as ^^Wales’ new secret 
weapon^\ adding: ^^Harry is almost Shane- 
esque in the excitement he creates when he 
has the ball in hand^\ 

The Barbarians’ coach, legendary All 
Black John Kirwan, who definitely knows a 
thing or two about wing play, said: “A //1 
could think of was, here we go again! Wales 
see one wing retire and have another already 
waiting, to their credit.’’^ 

For the animated crowd of 57,022, it was

clearly an historic occasion to savour and 
celebrate - from the moment the teams ran 
onto the field, led by Shane Williams, who 
was making his swan-song in the famous 
black and white hoops of the Baa-Baas invi¬ 
tational side. 

Everyone cheered him to the echo; like¬ 
wise peerless openside Martyn Williams, 
who finally joined the exclusive 100-club 
when he came on as a substitute for Wales, 
underlining the faintly surreal mood of a 
match in which nothing was ostensibly at 
stake. 

Moreover, most of the first choice Wales 
team were absent - already in Australia 
preparing for the first of three much sterner 
Tests against the Wallabies at Brisbane’s 
Suncorp Stadium on Saturday. 

Nevertheless, it soon became clear that 
this was not to be the usual sevens-like 
rugby throw-about in Cardiff, and that both 
teams were approaching it with serious 
intent. 

For the star-studded, multi-racial 
Baabaas, of course, it was simply a matter of 
professional pride, after being humbled by 
England and scraping a one-point win over 
the Irish. 

For all but five of the 22 Welsh players, it 


transpired, the game was a realistic chance 
to stake their claim for a place in the later 
Tests Down Under (five players, including 
in-form Ospreys outside half Dan Biggar, 
had already been told that they would not be 
joining the squad in Australia). 

For Howley and the rest of the Welsh 
management, on this occasion the result - 
rather than performance - was key: “Wc lost 
our way in the middle of the game - but we 
showed character and guts - and winning 
helps the momentum for Australia,’’^ he said 
candidly. 

His relief was understandable, for after 
rushing into a 13-0 lead through Robinson’s 
corner try, converted by James Hook, who 
also kicked two penalties, the Welsh defence 
came under sustained and severe pressure. 

It saw All Black pivot Stephen Donald 
convert his own try and the Barbarians’ 
pack twice being denied on the line, result¬ 
ing in Welsh prop Rhys Gill being shown the 
yellow card by referee Alain Rolland (he of 
RWC semi-final infamy!)
